SEPTEMBER  2,  1877,  no  meeting  held,  oq 
account  of  the  funeral  of  President  Brigharc]  Young. 

JANUARY  5,  1885,  a special  meeting  was  Iqeld  to 
pray  tlqe  Lord  to  inspire  Lawyer  Wayqe  McVeagh  iq 
hisargurqeqt  before  tfje  Supreme  Court  of  tlqe  United 
States  at  Wasfjiqgtoq,  in  defense  of  the  Habeas 
Corpus  Law,  iq  the  case  of  Rudger  Clawsoq. 

No  meetings  were  held  on  the  13th,  20tf|  and 
27tlq  of  November,  1887,  iq  consequence  of  the  suits 
entered  by  the  United  States  Government  against  the 
Churcf],  The  Authorities  did  not  deem  it  wise  for  the 
brethreq  to  meet  iq  the  Endowment  House  under  the
